Telegx^pliib Cbinmimipa- 
tion wi^jSTanaimo- 

D.ariQg tbe session before luat tlio Log- 
islatire Assembly unanimously passed m 
address, asking the Lieutenaat-Govenior 
tfl more the Pominion Government to ox- 
tend the telegraphic syatom of this Pro- 
vince to Nanaimo. ^Vllat ootion wna ta- 
.-ken thoreon wo hove not tho means of 
knowing; but that kl>» doairod rosultahave 
not followed wo do know. Tho object of 
tlio prosent writing is to urgo upou onr 
ropresontiitivoB at Ottawa tho duty of 
IjrosBing tho Hubject upon tho attention of 
tho propor authoritiea; and, in doing 
this we may bo permitted briefly to ad- 
vort to some of those considerations which 
seem to point to the necessity and feasi- 
bility o< the seheme< And, first of all.lot 
it bo observed that, in taking over the 
telegraphic system of the Frovinoe.as one 
of the conditions of Union, tho Federal 
Government accepted the responsibility 
of not only maintaining what was in oxis- 
touco at that period, but also of extending 
the linos as tho progrotiive dovolopment 
and the oxigenooa of tho country requir- 
ed. Thus tlie Dominion Qovcrnmont 
ahould feol in duty and honour bound to 
pursue at least as progrossivo a policy in 
thia particular as the Provinco -would 
have done had it retained the telegraphic 
system in its own bands; and we fool 
quite justified in saying that had tho work 
been a Provincial one, the desideratum in 
question would have been supplied be- 
fore now. The distance between this city 
and Nanaimo may be estimated at eighty 
niilos, and we are led to believe that the 
coat of the lino would not greatly, if at 
all, exceed live thousand dollars. Oiico 
■np,it3 inaintenauo* would oo.st very little. 
Tho growing importance of Naiiaimo do- 
mauds the special atteutiou of both Fed- 
eral and Proviuoial Governments. In 
three years its population has almasl dou- 
bled. Tho prosont capacity for output of 
coal may be reckoned in round uuml)er3 
at threo hundred tons per diem. With 
the expansion of the Wellington miuo», 
now rapidly advancing, and with the 
opening of the Harewood Mines, for 
which active preparations are being made, 
the capacity would certainly not fall be- 
low five hundred tons per diem. To give 
the roador an ides of the magnitude of 
this result, it may be stated that tho va- 
lue of the daily output at the pit's mouth 
would be §2,750, which, reckoning work- 
ing days, would represent an annual ag- 
gregate of 8858,000. It will readily bo 
conceived what enorusous industrial and 
maritime interests must thus bo created. 
At the present timo these interests are 
very great — much greater wo suspect thau 
is gsneridly realized. Nanaimo might bo 
content to rest her claims for tclegrapiiic 
communication upon the ordinary basis 
of general importance and commercial 
necessity. But it is her great shipping 
interests which giro her a paramount 
claim. Scarcely a week passes that there 
are not imjjortaut telegrams lying at the 
Victoria office awaiting the means of for- 
warding to Nanaimo, and it is no uncom- 
mon oocurreuco for coal laden ships to bo 
detained for days awaiting tho aid of 
steam to go to soa, simply ou aecount of 
the abseucu of telegraphic communication 
with Victoria. In truth, the present con- 
dition of matters iu this respect is scarcu- 
ly longer endurable; and when tho small- 
nes» of the expenditure and tho largeness 
of the interests involved are considered, 
wo feel that it is not in vain wo urge this 
matter, and call upou our representatives 
at Ottawa to urge it upon the uUontion of 
tho Dominion QoTernmcnt. 

Railway Aoutes. 

The Toronto Globe lately had an arti- 
cle favoi-ably reviewing Capt. Butler's 
"Wild Nortix Land," or rather that 
IDortion of the book bearing more di- 
rectly upon the question of tho best 
route by which to cari*y the railway to 
the Pacilio. Capt. Butler gets the 
credit of having written an interesting 
aud graphic atory. Grapiiic is to (In- 
scribe with aocuracy; and if ono jiiay 
judge tho book by tho following speci- 
men it can hardly lay claim to that 
quality. In pointing out the ftlleg- 
ed infiiiperablo dilUcultios in tho way of 
leaching the Pacific via Tete Jauuo 
Cache, Capt. Butler proceeds to aay:— 
"But to cross tho Friiser Kivor would 
be a work of euormoun nuignitude— 
a work greater, I believe, thuu 
any at i)resont existing on Lho oiirLh; 
for at no point of its course from Quoa- 
nelle to Lyttou in the Eraser less thau 
1,200 feet below the level of the land 
lying at either sido of it, and from one 
steep scarped bank to the other is a 
distance of a mile or more than a mile. " 

Buch of our readers as know, anytliing 
about that part of that Praser will agree 
with us in thinking that tho above is iiiiy- 
tliing but "graphic." Capt. Entlor con- 
tinues: "How, I ask, is this mijfhty fia- 
Bure, extending right down the country 
from north to south, to be crossed, and a 
passage gained to the Pacific ? / answ0r 
that t/iu true pn-uage to the Pacific lies far 
north Ike Fniser UiviT, and that the true 
passage of the liockr/ Mountains tins 
far north of thu Tein Juuna J'ttss." 

The reader will understand that Ca.i)t. 
Butler adopts what may bo called liio 
' Horetzky route, pausing through the 
Poaco River country hundreda of mile.i 
boyond the conhncs of Jkitish Columbia 
proper and finding an outlet on the Pa- 
cific far north of Vancouver Island. Wo 
vere surprised and sorry to boo tho O'lubc 
giTihg favorable prominence just now to 
this "Wild Horn" soheme; but wo con- 
fess that we were still more surprised to 
find our local contemporary following iu 
the samo grove. On Friday last it had a 
loading article endorsing Capt. Butler's 
absurdities and looking favorably upou 
the Horolzky route. Is not our oou- 
teraporary aware that to carry the railway 
by thiit route would bo to give BiMwi 
flolumbia propor the go-by altogether?

dy of that wild Bohome at such a critical 
moment? Docs it want a season or two to 
be lost in surveying tho "Wild North" 
route? Or has its object no wider raugo 
thau da.shing tho "long-cherished hope" 
of New WoatminBter?

Tho terrible aggregate of i.uU'ering in a 
great city can be apijrecialed only by un- 
derstanding individual oases and of these 

sad illustrations there are now so many 

llmL no one can [iloiul igiKU-aiice of desti- 
tution as an e.\ciiso for withholding char- 
ity. Tho horrors of hard times arc esou- 
ciiilly evident in New York, v.-henco the I 
most pitiful tales como of poverty and 
hunger, even boyond tho reach of tho re- ] 
soureea of organized plulantliroj)y. "For I 
God's sake, money," was the cry of u man '■ 
alilo and willing to work, who stood shiv- j 
eriiig at tho door of a i'ifth Avenue 
church ono Sunday, whose fiunily of four 
persons lay at the verge nf starvation for 
the lack ot tho in.siginlicaiit sum of one 
dollar. Tho uppcul for food.wurk, money 
and clothes comes from every side. Ono 
meal, consisting of two ap])les, has sus- 
tauiod for thirty-sit hours a nidewalk 
vendor wholosta salary of SlTi'lO by the 
panic. Another earning almost double 
that sum is subsisting his family on the 
price of his wife's silk dress. A curbstone 
broker, whose ocoupation is gouo, pleads 
of his old acquaintances for "one dollar 
right ofl' for God's sake," to keep his fam- 
ily for the night from the station house. 
An educated (ierniiin, (luotiiig \'irgil and 
.Aristophanes, bi'gs for a low cents to se- 
cure a night's lodging, liven more piti- 
ful than strong lUMU thinly oladand weak- 
ened by long I'a.^tiog is tlie sj-ieclacle of 
poor women treading the ivr-t ]im-i;inei)ts 
with slipijered feet, aiut kecjjing out the 
Cold wind with nuly a summi-i- shawl; 
and more heart-reiul ing still, suirerii.g in 
obacurity in cold longings, v.-illonit food 
or even salhcient cloth lug to u'ake up lor 
the absence of tho co...ily lii\iuy or tiro. 

Tho dismal tramii thru-iigh the streets 
from night to moriiuig, or the seareh for 
somo slu-lteriiig porch or alley where un- 
comforUihlo rest may 1)0 found, tea<l loo 
often to lUo nqjo.so of the icy waters of 
tiio docks, as in tho case of a ruined iner 
chant reported on Monday, or tho fatal 
oblivion of opium soncrht by the Sprim,'- 
tield milliner girl. Jt is a ghastly proi-rs- 
sion that "moves on" through the htreuts 
staggering with faintness and be^eecJlillg 
ouarity with voices u iKU'cnstoincd to beg. 
".•\(H-i<lental poverty'' the innst painful 
to \v itness ; and that it now cxi'-ts in New 
Y'ork to an uiuisii il o.Meiit, tlie reiiorts (.f 
cliantabk) iissneiatioiis pi-i)\-i>. .\tone ot 
these iutuitutioiis no less than nine iiii:i- 
dred pel-sons applied for food unil for 
lodging Sunday night, and more than six.

Itauak RAiiiBOAua:— a corrospoiuh'iit 
from Italy says; "Her railroads are 
magnificeut structures, tho waiting-rooms 
elegantly frescoed, and tho soata of the 
linest siik velvet. \Vlion tho train stops 
for ciiniier, tlu-y give yon lUie hour to cat 
vour nu'al. Tho railroad beds aro tlm 
siuootheat 1 have over ridden o\-er: the 
embiirkinents are all built of solid mas 
onry of the most substantial nature, and 
tho'bridgos aro all massive stone. It the 
lu-idgos, embankments, and roa>l-beils of 
tho New York Ciuitral I'Lailrniul were 
bnilt like those of tho High Iialy Bail 
roads, that road, with its i.uiii'.-mui re- 
venues, could not pay a half per cent, on 
the cost of its construction. 
"Tlio expense of rnnningrailroads in Ita- 
ly is oiioriiious. h"! very ton of coal is 
bought in ICnghuid, costing irlO per t(Ui, 
and transported at an i-nonnous c(jst to 
Italy. Tho Hysleni is ailmirablo. t)f 
course I do not like the carriages; but ill 
every other respect they excel us Ameri- 
cans.
